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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT UNDER 35 U.S.C. 121 

Sir: 

This paper is responsive to the Restriction Requirement and Request for Election dated 
May 30, 2002, setting a one (1) month term for response. 

In the Restriction Requirement, the Examiner requested Applicants to elect one of the following 
inventions: 

Group I (claims 1 and 2) drawn to an isolated polypeptide. 
v^Group II (claims 3, 5, 6, 8, 11, 12 and 14-17) drawn to an antibody. 

Group III (claims 4, 7, 9, 18 and 19) drawn to a diagnostic test and a method of diagnosing a 
condition or disease comprising administering an antibody. 

v^Group IV (claims 10 an$M3) drawn to a method of preparing antibodies. 

Applicants hereby elect, with traverse, to prosecute Group II, which includes and is drawn to 
Claims 3, 5, 6, 8, 1 1, 12 and 14-17. Applicants submit that claims 4, 7, 9-10, 13 and 18-19 of Groups III 
and IV are methods of making and/or using the antibodies of Group II that depend from and are therefore 
of the same scope as the claims of Group II that could be examined together with the claims of Group II 
without undue burden. 

Applicants therefore request reconsideration of the Restriction Requirement and examination of 
claims 3-19 in Groups II-IV. In the event that the Examiner maintains the Restriction Requirement, the 
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Examiner is reminded that claims 4, 7, 9-10, 13 and 18-19 of Groups III and IV are methods of use of the 
compositions of Group II that depend from and are of the same scope as the claims of Group II , and are 
subject to rejoinder on allowance of the claims of Group II in accordance with Ochiai and Brouwer 
regardless of their restriction (see Commissioner's Notice in the Official Gazette of March 26, 1996). 
Applicants reserve the right to prosecute the subject matter of non-elected claims in subsequent divisional 
applications.
